AST week we advanced 

some criticliam of the 
Ordinance, which governs 
coroners’ courts of inquiry 
fn Hongkong, claiming that 
the « diaeretion — awarded 
magietrutes in deciding 
Whether or“not an inquest 
should be held when a per- 
son dies from unnatural 
causes is unduly wide and 


not In the public interest. | 


We believe that ‘criticism 
was well-founded and that 
there ix a very rent need 
for the Ordinance to be 
amended to muke it 
mandatory for coroners’ 
inquiries to beheld when 
death results from 
accidents, viulence or 
suspicious — circumstances. 
There ia angther aspect of 
the existing = Ordinance 
(which has remained un- 
changed since 1884) which, 
in the ght of present-day 
conditions, calla for com- 
ment. Under: the -law, 
coroners in Hongkong are 
also court magistrates, und 
while it is also provided 
that other persons can be 
appointed to sit as coroners, 
‘wo advantage has yet been 
taken of the provision, That 
our magistrates are over- 
burdened’ with = criminal 
court ‘work is almost ga 
“motorious fact. Yesterday, 
for example, one Kowloon 
magistrate had to deal with 
nbout 400 cases, and while 
it is truc this was duc to 
exceptions! circumstances, 
it romains established that 
magistrates on both rides of 
the harbour are . so fully 
occupied with criminal 
cases, that they have little 
or no time to devote tu other 
matters, 


HE time is obviously op- 

portune for Government 
to mnke use of the provie 
sions of the Coroner's Court 
Ordinance to appoint per- 
sons other than magistrates 
to conduct inquests. Stipen- 


_—_._ Mary magistrates in. Rngland, 


are not called upon to add, 
coroner's duties to their 
ordinary magisterin! func- 
tions, and so far as Hong- 
kong is concerned we see no 
good renson why coroners 
should also have to be 
magistrates. Manifestly the 
heavy court work at present 
imposed on our magistrates 
tends to cause serious delays 
In’ the conducting of _in- 
quests. Many weeks elapsed 
before._the circumstances 
pertaining to the denth of 
Mr -J.- C, Guimgam were 
investigated by a coroner. 
Similarly three weeks have 
gone by since a Chinese was 
_,_ killed by a motor car near 
"Tsun Wan and yet there has 
been no sign of a coroner's 
court of inquiry being 
arranged to investigate the 
fatality. These delays leave 
the impression that the 
Authorities are evading 
thelr public _reaponaibilities. 
For overworked magistrates, 
inquests may well be 4 
nuisance, but they remain 
“a necessary nulannce and 
. thero {3 no justification for 
failure to conduct a court of 
inquiry merely because 
“enuses inconvenience to the 
reaponsible authorities, Go- 
vernment needs to make 4 
thorough review of ° the 
whole situation pertaining 
to coroners’. courts and to 
reviso the system in such a 
manner that there need be 
neither unnecessary. delays
